CAPTAIN LAMB AT Y. M. C. A.

Virginla' Congressmnn Speaks to Large
Gathering of Rallrond Men,

Congressman  John Lamb, of Vir-
glnin, was the speaker at the Rallroad
Y. M., €. A, yesterday afternoon, a
large audlience of rallroad men and
their familles gathering to hear him in
thelr hall In Maln Street Statlon.

Captaln Lamb spoke on the “Influ-
ences Which Make This a Christian
Nation.” In the course of his remarks
Captain Lamb brought out the cheers
of the men by saving that the three
men who had the greatest perszonal
Influence on the people of America to-
day were President Roosevelt, Cardinal

Gilbbons and Hon. W. J. Bryan, each
neme calling for {ts own burst of en-
thuslasm from the rallroad men.

‘As’ a substitute plan for changes In
tha  Englneering Department of tha
city, Alderman Dabneéy’ has ‘had City
Attorney Pollard prepare an ordlnkneca
somewhat different from the original
proposition whiéh camea from the 'Btreest
Caminlitee, In o far na It deflnes the
dutfes of the activa dnd the consulting
eénglneer, Thn  geneérnl fden has been
to" make Colonel Cutsliaw the‘consult-
Ing engineer, the ordlnance ‘providing
that no mun shall be eligible unless he
lhias merved the clity as engineer for
twenty congecutive years,

" Dealing with thoe dutles of the tweo
ofMeers, 'the Dabney ordinance says:
“It sholl be the duty of the City

Engineer to consult with the Con-
sulting Englneer on all mattets of
Importance relating to the conduct
of hla offics, and tha better to en-
able him eficlently, economlcally
and promptly to dlscharge Lhe
dutles’ Imposed upon him by the
charter of the city of Richmond, -
and all recommendations proposed
to bes made In the annual report of
the City Enginger shall be siib-
mitted to the:Consulting Englneer,
and such annual report shall atate
whiéh of the egald recommendations
have the approval of the Consult-
ing Engineer and which have not,
It whall be the duty of the Consult-
ing Engineer, when called upon by
the City Englnear, to give such
pdvice and couneel as he may deem
best for the interest of the city and
the Engineer's Department, and
shall Impart any useful Informa-
tion he may ' po=sass; but he shall
have no authority or powers for the
_direction of the operation of the
Englneer Department beyond the
proper sphere of his advisory and
consulting -position. The : Council
of the city of Richmond may at any
time call upon the Consulting Engl-
neer for an opinlon In regard to
any engineering problem which
they may have under considera-
tlon.” \

Amount of Snlary Not Fixed,
